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YES  kids  get  chance  of  a  lifetime 
$425,000  to  start  own  business 


To  take  advantage  of  a 
$425,000  Department  of 
Labor  grant,  about  30  teen¬ 
age  kids  from  Chinatown 
Youth  Essential  Services  are 
soon  going  to  be  involved  in 
subjects  like  cost  accounting, 
sales,  and  business  manage¬ 
ment.  Then,  supported  by  a 
stipend,  they  are  going  to 
start  their  own  local  business. 
And  eventually,  if  all  goes 
well,  they  will  own  the  busi¬ 
ness  outright. 

“We  don’t  know  what  kind 
of  business  yet,”  said  Jane 
Leung,  director  of  YES.  “But 
it  will  be  theirs  from  stage  one 
until  it  makes  a  profit^’ 

The  grant  was  not  easy  to 
come  by.  A  national  competi¬ 
tion  was  held  by  the  Dept,  of 
Labor,  asking  for  proposals 
from  organizations  providing 
services  to  handicapped 
youth  and  to  “high  risk 
youth”.  YES  submitted  a 
proposal  in  the  second  categ¬ 
ory  that  was  accepted.  Their 
final  proposal,  one  out  of  130 


nationwide,  was  accepted  and 
the  grant  was_awarded. 

Only  ten  grants  were  ac¬ 
cepted  in  all,  four  from  New 
England. 

Although  it  will  be  some 
months  before  the  kids  de¬ 
termine  what  business  might 
do  well  in  Chinatown,  Leung 
said  one  possibility  was  a 
hardware  and  hobby  store. 

The  most  significant  part  of 
the  grant  is  the  kids  must  run 
the  business.  Each  one, 

Chinese  YES  now 
United  Way 
agency 

The  Boston  Chinese:  Youth 
Essential  Services  (YES)  has 
become  an  affiliated  agency 
of  the  United  Way  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Bay  and  will  re¬ 
ceive  $33,300  for  basic  operat¬ 
ing  expenses  for  its  1980  allo¬ 
cation  from  the  United  Way. 


Leung  said,  will  learn  a  skill 
that  the  business  needs,  op¬ 
erate  the  business,  and  even¬ 
tually  own  it. 

Leung  said  after  the  busi¬ 
ness  becomes  independent, 
YES  would  like  to  be  able  to 
have  some  small  percentage 
of  the  profits  to  turn  back  into 
the  YES  program  that  pro¬ 
vides  support  and  learning 
opportunities  to  Chinatown 
youth. 


Chinatown  YES,  as  it  is 
most  often  referred  to,  also 
uses  government  funds  and 
the  United  Way  money,  at  an 
annual  level  of  $40,000,  is  to 
cover  expenses  not  covered  by 
the  government. 

The  three-and-a-half  year 
old  agency  located  at  199  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue,  recently 
opened  a  new  bilingual  lib¬ 
rary  along  with  a  game  room 
with  table  tennis  and  a  pool 
table.

South  Cove  Nursing  Home 
seeks  community  support 


Community  leaders  have 
kicked  off  a  fund-raising  drive 
to  raise  $300,000  for  the  South 
Cove  Manor,  a  100-bed  nurs-. 
ing  home  facility  slated  for 
construction  on  Shawmut 
Avenue,  adjacent  to  Holy 
Trinity  Church. 

South  Cove  Manor,  when 
constructed,  will  be  the  first 
such  nursing  home  to  service 
the  Chinatown  community. 
Additionally,  the  State’s  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Council  has  also 
awarded  a  Certificate  of  Need 
for  a  second  proposed  nursing 
home,  On  Luck  nursing  home, 
which  is  currently  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  seeking  a  site. 

South  Cove  Manor,  accord¬ 
ing  to  its  planners,  is  months 
away  from  construction 
start-up  while  financing  is 
being  sought. 

The  $300,000  fund-raising 
monies,  sought  from  private 
contributions  and  donations 
from  the  Chinese  community, 
will  be  needed  to  reduce  the 
nursing  home’s  operating  de¬ 
ficit  and  to  finance  certain 
construction  and  develop¬ 
ment  costs  that  may  not  be 
covered  under  federal  prog¬ 
rams.  These  costs,  said  Paul 
Chan,  one  of  the  directors  of 
the  South  Cove  Manor,  in¬ 
clude  items  such  as  equip¬ 
ment  for  a  Chinese  kitchen, 
the  Oriental  garden  planned 
for  the  nursing  home,  and  for 
additional  activity  and  stor¬ 
age  space. 

“These  items,  deemed 
‘nonessential’  may  not  be 
covered  by  any  mortgage  in¬ 
surance  and  must  be  financed 
out-of-pocket  by  the  commun¬ 
ity,”  said  Chan,  who  added 
that  the  estimated  total  de¬ 
velopment  costs  for  purchase 
of  the  land,  construction  costs 
and  equipment  costs  is  nearly 
$3.4  million. 

According  to  George 
Schlichte,  another  Board 
member,  putting  together  the 
financial  package  to  foot  con¬ 
struction  and  development 
costs  for  the  nursing  home  is  a 
complex  process  for  the  South 
Cove  Nursing  Facility  Foun¬ 
dation,  Inc.,  (SCNFF)  the  in¬ 


corporated  nonprofit  organi¬ 
zation  of  community  people 
planning  the  South  Cove 
Manor. 

“We  are  looking  for  the 
least  expensive  way  to  fi¬ 
nance  the  nursing  home,” 
said  Schlichte,  a  technical 
consultant  with  Blue  Cross 
Blue/Shield. 

The  planners  behind  South 
Cove  Manor  are  reviewing 
various  financing  options. 
One  of  the  options  is  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  federally- 
guaranteed  loan  insurance 
from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  De¬ 
velopment  (HUD).  Up  to  90 
percent  of  the  development 
costs,  according  to  a  HUD 
formula,  may  be  insured  by 
HUD,  but  the  federal  prog¬ 
ram  is  a  mortgage  guarantee, 
and  not  outright  financing, 
Schlichte  noted.  If  a  federal 
guarantee  of  a  mortgage  is 
approved,  the  South  Cove 

Nursing  Facilities  Founda¬ 
tion  must  still  tap  local  banks 
and  institutions  for  the  actual 
dollars  for  a  loan. 

Under  the  HUD  formula, 
however,  not  all  construc¬ 
tion/development  costs  will 
be  covered  by  the  mortgage 
insurance,  and  a  federal 

program  may  not  be  the  least 
expensive  way  to  finance 
nursing  home  construction, 
because  of  changing 
economic,  market  conditions. 
The  SCNFF  is  also  reviewing 
State  programs  and  looking 
at  other  financing  options. 

The  planners  have  also 
submitted,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council,  a 
proposal/application  to  the 
Federal  Office  of  Economic 
Development  for  equity 
monies  for  the  project. 

But  active  solicitation  of 
donations  is  now  the  most  vis¬ 
ible  activity  for  the  South 
Cove  Manor  project  develop¬ 
ers.  Amy  Guen,  treasurer  of 
SCNFF,  reports  that  nearly 
$40,000  have  been  raised.  Re¬ 
cently,  the  Gee  How  Oak  Tin

Dragon  boats  will  race  on  the  Charles  June  14th. 
In  the  second  annual  Dragon  Boat  Festival 


Dragon  boats  will  again 
race  on  the  Charles  River  dur¬ 
ing  the  second  annual  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Dragon  Boat 
Festival,  Saturday,  June  14. 

On  the  Esplanade  at  the 
Hatch  Memorial  Shell  per¬ 
formances  of  modern  and 
traditional  Chinese  music 
and  dance,  as  well  as  a  mar¬ 
tial  arts  demonstration  are 
expected  to  draw  a  large 
crowd  to  see  some  of  the  di¬ 
verse  Chinese  talent  in  the 
Boston  area. 


The  second  Chinese  Art 
Show,  along  with  crafts  and 
games  that  everyone  may 
participate  in,  will  round  off 
this  celebration  that  has  been 
held  for  centuries  in  China 
but  is  a  rare  event  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States. 

The  festival  commemorates 
the  death  of  the  famous  poet 
Chu  Yuan,  who,  being  disbe¬ 
lieved  when  trying  to  warn 
his  king  of  a  palace  conspira¬ 
cy,  was  exiled.  Distraught 
over  the  failure  of  his  warn¬ 
ing,  Chu  Yuan  drowned  him¬ 


self  in  the  nearby  river. 

On  the  anniversary  of  his 
death,  saddened  villages 
raced  boats  decorated  as  dra¬ 
gons  on  the  river  to  honor  Chu 
Yuan’s  spirit.  Dzung-dze, 
steamed  rice  wrapped  in 
Bamboo  leaves,  were  thrown 
into  the  river  to  pacify  the 
fish  so  the  ghost  of  the  poet 
could  exist  in  peace. 

Ten  teams  will  be  accepted 
for  this  year’s  race.  Each  boat 
must  have  six  rowers  and  a 
coxswain.  The  captain  of  each 
boat  must  be  the  boat  coor¬ 
dinator  and  must  serve  on  the 


Dragon  Boat  Festival  Com¬ 
mittee.  In  addition,  to  avoid  a 
too  realistic  rendering  of  the 
ceremony,  each  crewperson 
must  pass  a  50  yard  swim¬ 
ming  test  and  obtain  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  signature  certifying 
good  health. 

The  festival  committee  is 
asking  all  those  who  wish  to 
participate  to  act  soon.  Indi¬ 
vidual  artists,  schools,  clubs 
or  groups  interested  in  mak¬ 
ing  a  dragon  head  and  tail 
should  call  Marcia  Iwasaki  at 
523-0025  to  learn  about  the 
technical  guidelines  that 


should  be  followed  in  con¬ 
struction.  Artists  wanting  to 
know  more  about  the  art  show 
should  also  call  Iwasaki. 

Groups  interested  in  crew¬ 
ing  one  of  the  boats  should 
call  Nancy  Sato  at  426-6500 
(AM)  or  426-6660  (PM). 

There  are  other  committees 
pi-eparing  for  the  festival,  all 
of  which  could  use  more 
members.  Publicity,  fundrais¬ 
ing,  arts  and  crafts,  there  is  a 
place  for  everyone  who  wants 
to  make  this  year’s  festival 
the  success  it  was  last  year.

Chinatown  group  forming 
to  lobby  for  jobs 
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BRA  to  "seek  specifics" on  Tufts 
response  to  housing  proposals 


The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  is  less  than  satis¬ 
fied,  but  cautious  in  saying  so, 
with  the  long  awaited  re¬ 
sponse  from  Tufts  to  the 
BRA’s  Sept.  17  letter  to  Uni¬ 
versity  President  Dr.  Joan 
Mayer,  that  pointedly 
suggested  the  institution  re¬ 
linquish  some  land  it  holds  for 
use  as  a  Chinatown  housing 
site. 

Richard  Garver,  BRA  dep¬ 
uty  director  for  community 
affairs,  said  after  a  March  5 
meeting  with  BRA  Director 
Robert  Ryan  that  the  Tufts 
letter  “was  not  self- 
explanatory  as  to  what  their 
intentions  are  regarding  the 
so-called  P-2  site.  Garver  said 
thp  BRA  will  ask  to  meet  with  - 
the  four  signators  of  the  let¬ 
ter,  “to  try  to  get  to  the 
specifics.” 

Tufts’  response,  a  three 
page  letter  dated  Feb.  25,  was 
signed  by  Mayer;  Dr.  Allan 
Callow,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  university; 
Dr.  Jerome  Grossman,  presi¬ 
dent  df  New  England  Medical 
Center;  and  William  Sal- 
tonstall,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  New  England  Medi¬ 
cal  Center  Hospital. 

Although  the  letter  was 
written  in  “obviously  hedged 
language”,  "Crarver  was  care¬ 
ful  to  point  out  in  an  inter¬ 
view  with  SAMPAN  that  th§ 
BRA  wants  to  remain  “neu¬ 


tral”  and  not  play  out  any 
negotiations  in  the  press. 

“We  are  glad  they  finally 
responded  with  an  indication 
of  a  willingness  to  proceed,” 
Garver  said.  “There  is  the 
possibility  that  after  we  sit 
down  and  talk  we  will  find 
(the  meaning)  of  the  letter 
satisfactory.” 

Regarding  the  P-2  site, 
which  includes  the  parking 
lot  bordered  by  Harrison  Av¬ 
enue  and  Tyler  Street  across 
from  the  hospital’s 
emergency  room  entrance,  as 
well  as  the  Posner  Hall  build¬ 
ing  at  the  south  end  of  the  lot, 
Tufts  letter  said  they  were 
willing  to  look  into  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  constructing  a 
“mixed  use”  building  on  the 
parking  lot  portion  of  the  site. 
At  the  same  time,  however, 
the  letter  said  the  “relatively 
few  housing  units”  that 
might  be  built  would  do  little 
to  solve  the  overall  problem  of 
housing  in  Chinatown. 

Other  than  that  proposal, 
the  letter  practically  dis¬ 
counted  other  suggestions  for 
housing  sites  made  in  the 
BRA’s  Sept.  17  letter. 

Any  development  of  the 
Posner  Hall  building,  the  let¬ 
ter  said,  “is  difficult  because 
of  the  terms  of  the  gift”  that 
paid  for  the  building  that  was 
a  student  dormitory  but  is

now  primarily  used  for  office 
space. 

Garver  said  he  has  been 
told  by  university  officials 
that  the  building  must  gener¬ 
ate  some  kind  of  income  for 
the  university.  “But  I  see  no 
reason  why  a  mixed-use 
building  can’t  provide  in¬ 
come,”  Garver  said,  and  he 
doubted  the  present  use  of  the 
building  could  be  satisfying 
any  income  requirements. 

Tufts  pointed  out  their  need 
for  additional  office  space, 
apartments  and  hotel  rooms 
to  service  the  medical  center 
and  said,  in  general,  that  they 
feel  a  program  could  be  put 
together  by  the  city,  the  in¬ 
stitution  and  the  Chinese 
community  to  provide  low- 
income  housing  while  at  the 
same  time  improving  the  area 
and  satisfying  space  needs 
generated  by  the  Medical 
Center. 

Suggesting  further  studies 
on  the  P-2  site,  the  letter  also 
mentioned  the  possibility  of 
using  “deficient  properties 
in  particular  the  Combat 
Zone  area,  which  couls  be  ac¬ 
quired  and  developed.” 

Until  the  BRA  and  Tufts  of¬ 
ficials  meet,  however,  and 
come  up  with  the  “specifics” 
the  BRA  is  looking  for,  no  one 
is  really  going  to  understand 
exactly  where  Tufts  stands  on 
the  housing  issue  in 
Chinatown. 

“What  this  needs,”  said 
Garver,  “is  for  the  Director 
Ryan  and  President  Mayer  to 
sit  down  face  to  face  and  talk 
about  it.”

A  community  meeting  con¬ 
cerning  job  opportunites  for 
Chinese  on  the  Lafayette 
Place  project  was  held  Feb¬ 
ruary  21  at  the  ‘Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School  as  the  first 
step  in  forming  a  citizens  ad¬ 
visory  committee  to  negotiate 
with  the  project  developers 
and  the  city. 

Those  who  organized  the 
meeting  hoped  to  attract 
Chinese  community  members 
to  discuss  plans  for  hiring 
Chinese  workers  during  con¬ 
struction  of  the  hotel,  retail 
complex.  The  possibilties  of 
job  training  programs  were 
also  discussed. 

Seven  people  from  the 
community  were  present  and 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  six  volunteered  to  partici¬ 
pate  as  a  group  to  negotiate 
with  Lafayette  Place  As¬ 
sociates. 

A  second  meeting  will  be 
held  March  24  at  7  p.m.  at  the 
Quincy  Community  School 
auditorium  in  hopes  there 
will  be  a  larger  community 
turnout.  Persons  interested 
in  finding  out  more  about  the 
upcoming  meeting  or  in  join¬ 
ing  the  committee  can  call 
S.K.  Lowe  at  little  City  Hall, 
542-5931,  or  Sharon  Wong  at 
787-1547  between  6  and  9  p.m. 

Michael  Lieu,  one  of  the 
meetings  organizers,  said  the 
low  attendance  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  because  the  commun¬ 
ity  sees  Lafayette:  Place  as  a 
far  off  project.  He  also  said 


the  community  is  involved  in 
a  number  of  other  issues, 
making  his  committee  the 
newest  among  many. 

Donald  Ng,  another  or¬ 
ganizer,  said  construction  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in.  early 
March.  “It  is  important  that 
we  organize  now,”  Ng  said. 
“There  is  going  to  be  $3  to  $4 
billion  in  construction  in 
Chinatown  during  the  next 
five  years.  Once  we  organize, 
the  group  can  deal  with  other 
developments  that  come 
along  as  well.” 

The  group,  which  has  not 
picked  a  formal  name  yet, 
hopes  to  negotiate  for  affir¬ 
mative  action  for  Chinese  and 
a  bilingual  training  program 
so  workers  can  improve  their 
skills  and  advance  to  better 
paying  jobs. 

They  would  also  like  to  see 
that  retail  space  in  the  com¬ 
pleted  project  is  rented  to 
Chinese  merchants  at  dis¬ 
counted  rates  because,  “The 
presence  of  Lafayette  Place 
directly  affects  businesses  in 
Chinatown,”  according  to  Ng. 

Ng  said  the  city  is  willing  to 
meet  with  an  advisory  group 
to  begin  talks.  “This  will  be 
the  first  time  Chinatown  has 
ever  negotiated  with  the  ci¬ 
ty,”  Ng  said.  “If  Chinatown 
doesn’t  get  involved  the  de¬ 
velopers  will  carry  out  their 
plans  irregardless  of  how 
Chinatown  is  affected  and 
nobody  will  say  a  word  on 
Chinatown’s  behalf.”

Club  looks  to  bright  future 


In  the  Fall  of  1979  Augus¬ 
tine  Yat-Ming  Lee,  61,  was 
giving  serious  thought  to  re¬ 
turning  to  Hong  Kong  and  his 
athletic  association  and  his 
herbal  medicine  practice. 

He’d  come  to  Boston  in  1975 
after  retiring  from  his  Hong 
Kong  and  Kowloon  practice. 
He  taught  the  Hung  Gar 
Tiger-Crane  system  of  the 
Chinese  martial  arts,  of  which 
he  is  a  master,  to  “a  few  boys.” 
It  was  never  his  intention 
then,  he  said,  to  start  a  boys 
club. 

Lee  returned  to  Hong  Kong, 
but  not  for  long.  When  he 
came  back  to  Boston  in  1978 
he  found  that  some  of  his  stu¬ 
dents  were  not  following  what 
he  had  taught  them,  were 
misinterpreting  the  style  and 
idea  behind  the  Tiger-Crane 
system. 

“I  was  about  to  go  back  to 
Hong  Kon£  again,”  Lee  said, 
“but  then  William  Chin 
(owner  of  the  Bali  Hai  re¬ 
staurant  in  Lynnfield)  of¬ 
fered  to  finance  a  boys  club  if  I 
would  run  it.  So  here  I  am.” 

“Here,”  the  Tiger  Crane 
Club,  is  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
building  at  25-29  Beach 
Street.  It  is  a  rambling,  not 
overly  bright  loft  that  Lee 
had  divided  into  half,  one  lo,ng 
side  containing  a  pool  table, 
three  table  tennis  tables,  and 
two  pinball  machines,  the 
other  side  a  library  and  tele¬ 
vision  room,  and  a  large  gym. 


There  are  two  types  of 
membership  in  .the  club, 
which  officially  opened  in  De¬ 
cember  1979.  A  “plain”  mem¬ 
bership  costs  $10  per  month 
and  allows  for  use  of  the  game 
room,  library  and  the  photo¬ 
graphic  dark  room  when  it  is 
ready.  A  full  membership 
costs  $45  per  month  and  al¬ 
lows  use  of  the  gym  where  Lee 
teaches  classes  in  the  Tiger- 
Crane  system: 

With  about  thirty  full 
members,  ranging  in  age  from 
18  to  45-years-old,  the  club  is 
not  breaking  even  financially. 
William  Chin,  who  has.  al¬ 
ready  invested  about  $8000, 
estimates  50  or  60  members 
will  allow  the  club  to  make  a 
profit  and  wauld  be  about  the 
maximum  number  the  club 
could  handle  in  the  present 
location. 

Although  the  Hung  Gar 
Tiger-Crane  system  of  mar¬ 


tial  arts  can  be  used  offen¬ 
sively,  Lee  prefers  to  keep  his 
students  out  of  actual  contact 
and  does  not  allow  “free  spar¬ 
ring”  in  the  gym. 

“The  club  has  no  desire  to 
participate  in  any  kind  of 
tournament  other  than  giv¬ 
ing  exhibitions  of  fist-forms, 
weapon  forms,  two-man-sets, 
and  the  lion  dance,”  Lee  said. 

The  moral  and  cultural  as¬ 
pects  of  kung-fu,  Lee  said,  are 
as  important  in  teaching 
martial  arts  as  the  fighting 
forms.  In  the  club  rules,  Lee 
wrote,  “It  is  essential  that 
(members)  fully  understand 
and  always  bear  in  mind  that ' 
the  learning  of  kung-fu  is  not 
meant  to  be  used  offensively. 
Humbleness  is  a  virtue.” 

Lee  has  already  trained  his 
students  in  the  Lion  dance. 
The  club  performed  in, 
Chinatown  over  New  Years 
and  more  recently  in  a  North 
Shore  restaurant.  Another 
date,  worth  $300  at  a  Cam¬ 
bridge  Chinese  Student  Club, 
was  missed  because  it  was  on 
a  Saturday  night  and  too 
many  club  members  were 
working. 

Lee  is  in  the  process  of  de¬ 
signing  the  club’s  booklet 
which  will  describe  the  focus 
of  the  club  and  list  dates  and 
times  for  martial  arts  classes. 
“With  a  club  like  this,”  Lee 
said,  “we  can  do  anything. 
Older  people  who  want  a  little 
exercise  or  kids  who  just  come 
up  to  play  table  tennis.”

introduce  Chinese  heritage 
curriculum  to  community 


The  public  is  invited  to  a 
workshop  sponsored  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Chinese  Cul¬ 
tural  Association  to  introduce 
community  members  to  a 
Chinese  ethnic  heritage  cur¬ 
riculum  designed  by  GBCCA. 
The  workshop  is  scheduled  for 
Saturday,  March  22.  For  loca¬ 
tion  and  more  information, 
call  Theresa  Wang  at  862- 
9060. 

The  Chinese  Ethnic  Herit¬ 
age  workshop  is  the  result  of 
over  a  year’s  work  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  GBCCA  working  in  col¬ 
laboration  with  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Museum.  The  Greater 
Boston  Chinese  Cultural  As¬ 
sociation  received  a  grant 
from  the  Ethnic  Heritage 
Studies  Program  of  the  Office 
of  Education  to  produce  the 
curriculum. 

GBCCA’s  project  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  seven-book  part 
set  entitled  “Echoes  of 
China.”  The  material  has 
been  designed  for  classroom 
use,  to  introduce  young 
people  to  China,  its  geog¬ 
raphy,  culture,  its  games,  its 
written  language,  its  celebra¬ 
tion  and  to  some  as  an  intro¬ 
duction  to  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans. 

The  curriculum,  in  the 
seven  different  “books”  or 
packages  with  self-contained 
reading  material  and  illus¬ 
trative  materials,  can  be  used 
separately  or  used  as  a  set. 

All  instructional  materials 
were  tested  last  year  in  the 
GBCCA’s  Lexington  Chinese 
Language  School  and  at  the 
GBCCA’s  Newton  Chinese 
Language  School.  The  mate¬ 
rial  has  also  been  well  re¬ 
ceived  by  public  school 
teachers  in  the  Boston  area. 


The  seven  different  “books” 
or  units  within  the  Echoes  of 
China  curriculum,  and  their 
authors,  include:  “Jia, 
Chinese-American  Families” 
by  Ai-Li  Chin,  a  unit  designed 
to  foster  understanding  of 
Chinese  Americans  and  to 
break  down  stereotypes; 
“China  and  Her  Land”  by 
Yenshew  Lynn  Chao,  this 
unit  introduces  Chinese 
geography  to  the  student  and 
compares/contrasts  the  U.S. 
to  Chinese  geography. 

“Travel  with  Marco  Polo” 
by  Charlotte  Sheau-mann 
Hsieh  is  a  look  at  the  inven¬ 
tions  and  “gifts”  from  China 
to  the  West.  Curriculum 
material  includes  a  magnifi¬ 
cent,  miniaturized  scroll  of  a 
famous,  horizontal  scroll/ 
painting  depicting  a  long 
story  and  theme  of  China; 
color  slides  of  close-ups  of  the 
scroll  accompany  the  mate¬ 
rial. 

“Chinese  Architecture”  by 
Paul  Sun  explains  Chinese 
architecture  and  its  adapta¬ 
tion  to  the  environment.  Stu¬ 
dents  will  learn  through 
model  kits,  slides  of  different 
architecture,  and  diagrams. 

“Fine  and  Folk  Arts  of 
China”  by  Pei-lan  Li  Chang  is 
a  look  at  Chinese  culture  and 
art  with  accompanying  ac¬ 
tivities  for  reproducing 
Chinese  seals  and  other  ac¬ 
tivities.

Boston  Ballet  to 
travel  to  PRC 

The  Boston  Ballet 
will  become  the  first  Ameri¬ 
can  ballet  company  to  per¬ 
form  in  the  People’s  Republic 
of  China  when  they  arrive 
May  30  in  Peking  to  begin  a 
three  city  tour. 

Mrs.  Louis  Wellington 
Cabot,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Boston  Bal¬ 
let,  has  visited  China  several 
times  since  1973  and  initiated 
talks  about  the  company  with 
Chinese  cultural  officials.  The 
invitation  to  perform  in  China 
was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Culture  through  the  Perform¬ 
ing  Arts  Company  of  China 
and  the  China  International 
Travel  Service. 

The  Boston  Ballet  will  per¬ 
form  in  Peking,  Shanghai  and 
Canton.  June  3  will  mark  the 
first  Peking  performance.  On 
June  8  the  company  will 
travel  to  Shanghai,  then  on 
the  12th  to  Canton,  and  fi¬ 
nally  to  Hong  Kong  on  the 
16th. 

From  Hong  Kong  the  com¬ 
pany  will  continue  the  tour 
with  performances  scheduled 
in  Israel,  Italy  and  France. 

The  proposed  program  for 
the  China  tour  includes  three 
famous  pieces:  Cinderella, 
Aureole,  and  La  Fille  Mai 
Gardee. 

Cinderella  is  based  on  the 
fairy  tale  by  Jules  Perrault 
and  was  first  performed  in 
London  in  1948.  Aureole  was 
first  performed  in  Connec¬ 
ticut  in  1962  and  is  a  contem¬ 
porary  piece  included  in  the 
repertory  of  many 'major 
companies. 

La  Fille  Mai  Gardee  is  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  most  de¬ 
lightful  and  humorous  pieces 
in  classical  ballet.  It  is  also 
one  of  the  oldest  ballets  still 
performed  by  major  com¬ 
panies. 


Louise  Kwan,  a  former  as¬ 
sistant  to  Secretary  of  En¬ 
vironmental  Affairs  Evelyn 
Murphy  in  the  Dukakis  ad¬ 
ministration,  has  been  hired 
as  project  accounting  and 
cost  manager  for  Morse/ 
Diesel  Inc.,  the  construction 
management  firm  for  the 
Lafayette  Place  develop¬ 
ment. 

Kwan,  who  is  bilingual,  held 
,  a  financial  position  with  The 
|  Lily  Company  in  Faneuil  Hall 
I  and  was  self-employed  before 
being  offered  the  job  with 
Morse/Diesel. 

She  said  Morse/Diesel 
“takes  the  park  of  the  de¬ 
velopment  owner  and  handles 
all  sub-contracting”  for  the 
construction  of  the  huge 
hotel,  retail  complex. 

Keeping  an  eye  on  the 
spending  of  each  hired  con¬ 
tractor  to  make  sure  costs  are 
held  within  the  estimated 
amounts  will  be  one  of  Kwan’s 
duties.  She  will  also  help 
Morse/Diesel  review  all  con¬ 
struction  bids  and  the  award¬ 
ing  of  contracts. 


Work  on  the  hotel  site  just 
north  of  Chinatown  has  been 
limited  so  far  to  excavation, 
requiring  only  a  few  large 
earth  moving  machines  and 
dump  trucks  to  haul  away  the 
rubble.  When  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  city’s  portion  of  the 
project  begins,  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  an  underground  gar¬ 
age  for  1200  cars,  the  project 
will  become  labor  intensive 
and  require  the  hiring  of 
workers. 

Affirmative  Action  quotas 
will  be  in  effect  for  the  city’s 
work  and  the  Chinese  can  ex¬ 
pect  a  fair  number  of  jobs  and 
perhaps  even  training  pro¬ 
grams  in  some  areas,  al¬ 
though  it  is  too  early  to  pre¬ 
dict  exactly  how  the  city  will 
handle  the  hiring  of 
minorities. 

Once  the  garage  is  finished, 
about  14  months  from  now, 
the  development  passes  from 
the  city’s  hands  into  the 
hands  of  private  developers, 
Morse/Diesel  representing 

Lafayette  Place  Associates 
owners  Mondev  Interna¬ 
tional  of  Montreal  and  Sefri  of 
Paris. 

Hank  Govoni,  executive 
project  manager  for  Morse/ 
Diesel,  said  he  was  not  sure 
how  Affirmative  Action  af¬ 
fects  private  developers.  He 
said  he  has  not  heard  or  read 
anything  about  the  subject  in 
relation  to  Lafayette  Place. 

Govoni  did  say,  however, 
that  there  was  no  public 
money  invested  in  the  hotel. 

Affirmative  Action  re¬ 
quirements  apply  only  to  pro¬ 
jects  funded  in  part  or  full  by 
the  federal  government. 

The  city  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
have  little  direct  control  over 
the  hiring  policies  of  private 
developers.  Matt  Cougan  of 
the  BRA  said  some  months 
ago  that  the  city  is  “working 
on  an  agreement  (with 
Lafayette  Place  developers) 
to  encourage  them  to  hire 
from  within  Chinatown.”

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Program  offers  low  mortgage  rates 
to  low  and  moderate  income  people 


Low  and  moderate  income 
people,  unable  to  purchase  a 
home  of  their  own  due  to  high 
interest  rates  and  the  diffi¬ 
culty  of  securing  a  loan,  will 
be  eligible  to  participate  in  a 
program  where  the  deposit  on 
a  mortgage  can  be  as  low  as  5 
percent  and  the  interest  rate 
as  low  as  10  percent,  com¬ 
pared  to  14-and-15  percent 
most  banks  are  currently 
charging. 

The  Massachusetts  Home 
Mortgage  Finance  Agency 
(MHMFA),  an  independent 
state  agency  (meaning  it  is 
not  supported  by  your  taxes), 
along  with  independent 
banks  and  lenders  who  have 
applied  to  participate,  charge 
qualified  borrowers  an  in¬ 
terest  rate  based  on  the  bond 
interest  rate  which  is  gener¬ 
ally  lower  than  mortgage 
rates  available  from  other 
sources. 


A  MHMFA  spokesperson 
said  although  the  bond  in¬ 
terest  rate  fluctuates  and  is 
presently  rising,  it  is  hoped 
the  rate  on  their  mortgages 
will  remain  about  10  percent. 

To  qualify,  the  maximum 
income  of  a  one  person  house¬ 
hold  may  not  exceed  $18,000, 
while  that  of  a  two  person 
household  may  not  exceed 
$21,000.  For  each  additional 
person  in  a  two  person  house¬ 
hold  a  $1000  income  adjust¬ 
ment  is  allowed. 

In  addition,  MHMFA 
guidelines  require  that 
monthly  housing  expenses  of 
a  borrower,  including  princi¬ 
pal  and  interest,  taxes  and 
mortgage  insurance,  can  not 
exceed  25  percent  of  the 
household’s  monthly  income. 
Also,  other  debts,  such  as  car 
loans  or  educational  loans, 
may  not  exceed  10  percent  of 
the  monthly  income.

Last  year  the  MHMFA 
began  its  first  come,  first 
served  program  with  the  sale 
of  a  bond  issue  —  25  million  in 
tax-exempt  home  mortgage 
revenue  bonds.  Almost  900 
low  and  moderate  income 
households  either  purchased 
or  renovated  hopies  with 


mortgages  resulting  from 

that  first  bond  issue. 

This  year  the  MHMFA  has 
tripled  its  revenues  and  is 
working  with  $75  million  in 
mortgage  bonds.  To  assure 
that  the  goals  of  helping  low 
income  households  are  met, 
the  MHMFA  now  requires  40 
percent  of  that  $75  million  in 
mortgage  bonds  be  used  in 
the  first  six  months  of  the 
program  for  specific  groups 
that  may  not  have  received 
their  fair  share  of  mortgages 
last  year. 

Among  the  categories  de¬ 
fined  for  “high  priority”  loans 
are  mortgages  to  minority 
households,  mortgages  made 
in  neighborhoods  identified 
as  target  areas  for  state  and 
federal  funds  (of  which 
Chinatown  is  one),  and 
mortgages  which  include 
financing  for  the  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  a  dwelling. 

What  this  means  is  a 
Chinese  family  of  four,  living 
in  Chinatown  on  an  income  of 
under  $20,000  that  wants  to 
renovate  their  home  or  buy  a 
new  home  in  Chinatown,  will 
stand  a  better  chance  of  get¬ 
ting  a  MHMFA  assisted 
mortgage  than  a  similar

white  family  living,  for  in¬ 

stance,  in  Newton. 

Last  year  the  average 
MHMFA  mortgage  was 
$26,800.  The  average  value  of 
a  one-to-four-family  owner- 
occupied  stucture  (the  only 
type  MHMFA  mortgages 
apply  to)  financed  by 
MHMFA  was  $32,200. 

The  maximum  mortgage  al¬ 
lowed  is  such  that  monthly 
payments  of  the  borrower  do 
not  exceed  25  percent  of  his 
income,  or,  $45,000  for  a  single 
family  or  condomimum, 
$48,750  for  a  two  or  three  fam¬ 
ily  house,  and  $56,000  for  a 
four  family  house.

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CPAC  having  hard  time 
finding  “Asian  Specialist 


The  Citywide  Parents  Ad¬ 
visory  Council  (CPAC),  which 
monitors  desegregation, 
bilingual  education  and  other 
issues  concerning  Boston’s 
public  schools,  can  not  seem 
to  find  an  “Asian  Specialist” 
to  fill  a  $15,500  per  year  posi¬ 
tion,  although  a  CPAC 
spokesperson  said  they  have 
been  looking  for  over  nine 
months. 

Hattie  Dudley,  acting 
CPAC  staff  director,  said  the 
organization  recently  filled 
two  other  long  vacant  posi¬ 
tions,  that  of  Spanish 
Specialist  and  Staff  Director, 
but  the  Asian  Specialist  job 
has  remained  unfilled. 

“I  don’t  know  why,”  Dudley 
said,  “We  advertised  in  the 
Globe  and  the  Bay  State 
Banner.  In  nine  months  we 
had  only  one  applicant.” 

That  applicant,  a  bilingual 
Chinese  man,  was  offered  the 
job  but  turned  it  down  saying 
he  was  planning  on  moving  to 
the  west  coast. 

The  asian  specialist  job  is 
defined  as  a  contact  person 
between  Asian  students  and 


their  parents  and  the  Boston 
School  Committee.  He  or  she 
is  responsible  for  creating 
workshops  on  bilingual  edu¬ 
cation,  performing  transla¬ 
tions  and  generally  coor¬ 
dinating  the  day  to  day  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  organization. 

Susan  Fung,  Asian  Parent 
Advisor  to  CPAC,  said  Asian 
parents  feel  “handicapped 
without  the  asian  specialist  to* 
help  us  along.  Im  a  parent  and 
can  not  devote  the  time 
needed  to  do  all  the  work.  We 
need  someone  to  carry  on  the 
daily  routine.”  Fung  said 
even  without  a  professional 
helper  the  Asian  Parent  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  has  man¬ 
aged  to  hold  three  or  four 
meetings  over  the  last  year. 

Dudley  said  the  search  has 
now  become  one  of  word  of 
mouth.  There  is  no  time  limit 
for  applications,  she  said,  al¬ 
though  they  would  like  to  find 
someone  as  soon  as  possible. 
“We  have  one  applicant  al¬ 
ready,”  Dudley  said  last 
week.  “And  we  expect  more.”

Leadership  training  for  youth 
urged  by  American  Legion

For  the  last  two  centuries 
and  more,  America  had  pro¬ 
duced  many  great  leaders. 
From  George  Washington  to 
Abraham  Lincoln  to  General 
MacArthur  to  the  late  John  F. 
Kennedy.  Have  you  ever 
wondered  how  they  obtained 
such  leadership  ability?  When 
I  was  a  boy,  many  of  my  elders 
told  me  that  leaders  were 
natural  born.  As  I  grew  older 
and  studied  the  background 
of  leaders  from  politicians  to 
generals,  I  learned  that  my 
elders  were  inaccurate. 
Leadership  personality  must 
come  from  some  combination 
of  education,  motivation  and 
training.  Such  inspiration 
must  either  come  from  home 
or  some  institution.  For  the 
modern  leaders,  there  are  de¬ 
finitely  trained  established 
institutions  such  as 
academies,  colleges  and 
seminars. 

What  about  minority  lead¬ 
ership  personalities  in  this 
country?  For  the  last  twenty 
years  the  American  black 
politicians  and  generals  have 
been  rising  steadily.  There 
are  black  elected  officials  in 
many  branches  of  our  gov¬ 
ernment  and  still  more  will  be 
elected.  From  that  point  of 
view,  how  many  of  Chinese 
and  Oriental  origins  can  you 
count  as  elected  officials? 
Less  than  a  handful.  Then  we 
must  ask  ourselves:  What 
went  wrong  with  us?  Was  it  a 


case  of  discrimination  or  was 
it  a  case  of  lack  of  insight? 
From  my  observations,  I  say 
it  was  a  case  of  both.  How¬ 
ever,  most  of  the  blame  was 
lack  of  leadership  of  our  own 
because  we  have  never  pre¬ 
pared  our  youths  to  be  leader¬ 
ship  material.  Somewhere  or 
somehow,  we  lost  our  insight. 
Even  today,  we  are  not  train¬ 
ing  our  youngsters  for  tomor¬ 
row.  If  we,  as  a  minority 
group  are  to  have  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  our  dream  in  Ameri¬ 
ca’s  governmental  system,  we 
must  train  our  future  genera¬ 
tion  at  an  early  age.  At  an  age 
where  a  youngster  has  curios¬ 
ity  for  everything  and  the 
ability  to  absorb.  Leadership 
training  in  governmental 
systems  is  an  ideal  program 
for  any  youngster  who  is  wil¬ 
ling  to  be  involved.  Such  a 
program  will  provide  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  a  youngster  to 
expose  himself  to  governmen¬ 
tal  organization.  In  addition, 
it  will  also  provide  a  youngs¬ 
ter  with  a  chance  to  make 
friends  and  associations 
other  than  his/her  own  kind. 
We,  as  guardians  and  parents 
must  steer  our  future  genera¬ 
tions  in  the  right  direction 
which  will  eventually  produce 
fruit.  Otherwise  our 
youngsters  will  always  be  fol¬ 
lowers  instead  of  leaders  in 
American  society. 


In  America  there  are  plenty 
of  leadership  training  prog¬ 
rams  available,  providing 
that  we  are  willing  to  support 
our  youth.  The  American 
Legion  has  leadership  train¬ 
ing  for  boys  and  girls  in  every 
State.  All  we  have  to  -do  is 
send  our  youngsters  to  such  a 
program.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  Legion  has  a  program  for 
adults  too  —  The  American 
Legion  College.  Being  the 
Chairman  of  the  Boys  State 
Program  for  Boston 
Chinatown  Post  328,  The 
American  Legion,  I  am  re¬ 
spectfully  appealing  to  par¬ 
ents  and  organizations  to 
consider  sending  your 
youngsters  to  this  useful 
training  program.  Although 
the  Chinatown  community 
has  sent  a  couple  of  boys  each 
year  for  the  past  few  years, 
this  number  is  too  small  com¬ 
pared  with  the  five  hundred 
boys  sent  from  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  In  order  for  us  to 
fulfill  our  dream  for  the  year 
of  2000,  a  presidential  year, 
we  must  prepare  our 
youngsters  now!
